be fixed bv them in their discretion.” 

Mr. Palmer told of the rebates received | 
by the company, contending that it had | 
merely got its share of the rebates in 
the days when such were in fashion. |

Two young New England aviators, 
neither of whom was flying a Vear ago, 
made the first flights ever attempted 
over the citv of Boston late Thursday. 

Mr. Ovington, a former student at 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy, and a native of Newton, Mass., made 
the first flight in his 70 horsepower 
Bleriot machine, leaving the field at 3:30 
p. m, for Boston State House by way of 
Watertown, Cambridge and Boston. har- 
bor, and returning along the Charles 
river valley, a total distance of 32 miles, 
in 2814 minutes. He flew at an. altitude 
varying between 2000 and 3000 feet.

After a hearing in the supreme court 
today Judge Loring dismissed the peti- 
tion for a writ of mandamus brought by 
Howard Marston, doing: business as R. 


Marston & Co., proprietor of restaur- 
ants in Brattle, Cornhill, Washington 
and Devonshire streets, to compel the 
superintendent of public works to remove 
ashes from the restaurants. 

By the ordinance of 1898 the city was 
to remove ashes accumulated from heat- 
ing buildings arf@ for domestic purposes, 
but the ordinance of 1908 changed the 
word “buildings” to “habitations” and

added the word “cooking. 

The city says it is willing to remove 
the ashes in the petitioner’s restaurants 
on payment of the fee fixed by the 
ordinances. It was contended by Mr.

In recommending legislation to place 
the control of the milk business in the 
hands of the state board of health, Dr. 
Chapin says that it “may be relied on to 
protect the producer and the dealer, as 
well as the consumer of the miik, and to 
carry out a well defined and progressive 
policy of milk control better than could 
any other agency.” 

The Governor says: “At present our 
farmers are subjected to the excessive 
burden of many different lines of inspec- 
tion. They have their local inspectors, 
and are also visited by the employees of 
the state cattle bureau and the = state 
dairy bureau. In addition to this, there 
is the inspection by the state board of 
health. 

“Our present system of inspection is 
too scattered and is exercised under too 
many authorities to be either efficient 
as a state expenditure or equitable to 
the farmer. 

“There is no question in my mind that 
if all these expenditures, so far as they 
relate to the milk supply, were concen- 
trated under the board of health, the 
milk producers would be better satisfied 
and whatever inspection of milk and 


more effectively carried out. 

“T request the Legislature, however, 
to consider a plan of consolidating these 
four boards of registration into one 
|board. Such consolidation would prob- 
ably reduce the clerical and incidental 
expenses and if you find such consolida-

Secretary Langtry says: “It is re- 
quired of me to supply official ballots 
for each political party of a separate 
color, equal to the number of registered 
voters for each polling place, a_ total 
of about 600,000 for each party. Ex- 
cept that in those cities and towns where 
primaries have been held under the Luce 
law, ballots will be sent equal to the 
number of enrolled voters of each party. 

“In addition to the Republican and 
Democratic parties there is also a“Demo- 
cratic Progressive party, which cast at 
the last state election the necessary 3 
per cent of the vote for Governor, quali- 
fying it as a political party; and al- 
though doubtful of the number of votes 
which would be cast for its candidates, 
I shall be obliged to supply ballots equal 
to the number of registered voters for 
each polling place, 3 

“The number of polling places is at 
present 1077. I shall request city and 
town clerks to send receipts immediately 
upon the receipt of their ballots, it being 
of the greatest importance that I be 
informed of their prompt and safe ar- 
rival, as but one set will be sent.

The object of the movement is said to 
be to improve everything that will tend 
toward advancing the progress of Persia 
and bring about a better understanding 
between the two countries. This in- 
cludes increased commercial relation’ as 
well as aid in the material development 
of the ancient empire. The work of the 
society is said to be free from sectarian 
and religious dominance. 

The society aims to establish branches 
for its work in all of the important 
cities of the East and the headquarters 
of the work will be kept in Washington, 
D. C., from which place it will send 
Arerican trade catalogues and literature 
of all sorts to its branches in the Orient 
which may likely increase the commercial 
interests of the countries. In the Am- 
erican cities branches will be established 
with the object of seeuring greater in- 
terest in the improving of Persia’s edu- 
eational; industrial and commercial fa- 
cilities. 

The first public meeting of the society 
was held in the Garrieson studio in 
Washington. Since then a branch has 
been established in Chicago and head- 
quarters ‘opened in Teheran, Persia, 
where the School of Tarbiat has by the 
assistance of the society been énlarged 
and improved in many ways. It former- 
ly enrolled about 25 pupils, now it has 
nearly 400, exclusive of the girls’ branch, 
which has lately been organized as a 
separate school with a modern program. 

It is for the purpose of securing edu- 
cational advantages for the Persian girls 
that the society is going to bring a num- 
ber of young women to America each 
year so that they may get a broad edu- 
cation and go’ back to their own coun- 
tries and teach in their own schools. 
Goodsia Khanoum, the young woman 
who will be the guest of honor at the 
conference, will spend several years in 
Chicago, preparing herself so that she 
may become able to teach her own peo- 
ple when she goes back. It is expected 
that during the next vear the society 
will bring over a number of others. 


ROURKE ASKS AWARD 
OF TO-YEAR CONTRACT 
FOR GARBAGE ALONE 


An entirely new plan for the solution 
of the garbage disposal problem in Bos- 
ton was proposed today by Louis K. 
Rourke, commissioner of public works, 
who now asks that a 10-year contract 
be awarded for garbage disposal alone 
at a cost of $500,000 a year. 

The previous plans, which have con- 
templated the disposal of both garbage 
and ashes, set the prospective cost at 
about $3,000,000 a year. 

Under Mr. Rourke’s plan, ashes and 
street sweepings would be disposed of by 
the city, as now, these being used to fill 
in the dumps. He said today that of 
the 467,120 tons of garbage and ashes 
handled last vear, only 63,451 tons was 
garbage., He believes he can obtain a 
confract for. handling this amount of 


garbage for $500,000. 


His specifications will include a clause 
providing for ownership by the city, if 
it is deemed advisable, of any disposal 
plants that may be erected.

He said among. other 
things that the Democrats in Congress 
were doing their best to carry out party 
pledges to the people and fighting 
shoulder to shoulder to do: it. 

In speaking on the tariff and reci- 
procity, he foresaw the passage of the 
Underwood bill reducing the rates on 
woolens. 

Governor Wilson said that direct pri- 
maries, a short ballot and wherever nec- 
essary, the initiative and referendum, 
must come. 

Then touching upon the problem of 
banking reform, he said: “The plain fact 
is that the control of credit is danger- 
ously concentrated in this country. The 
money resources of the country are not 
at the command of those who do not 
submit to the direction and domination 
of small groups of capitalists, who wish 
| to keep the economic development of the 
country under their own eye and guid- 
ance. The great monopoly in this coun- 
try is the money monopoly. 

“The growth of the nation and all our 
activities are in the hands of a few men 
who, even if their action be honest and 
intended for the public interest, are nec- 
essarily concentrated upon the great 
undertakings in which their own money 
is involved and who necessarily, by every 
reason of their own limitations, chill and 
check and destroy genuine economic free- 
dom.”

END OF CONCESSIONS 
TO AMERICANS 13 AT 
HAND NOW IN MEXICO 


CHIHUAHUA, Mex.—Reforms affect- 
ing millions of dollars’ worth of Ameri- 
can property in Mexico were announced 
on Thursday night. 

Governor Abraham Gonzales said that 
under the new regime foreign conces- 
sions which might be regarded as mo- 
nopolies would not be extended or re- 
newed, and that every legal effort would 
be made to restrict foreign monopolies 
now existing in Chihuahua, one of: the 
richest states in minerals and timber. 
The properties are largely controlled by 
Americans, British and German interests, 
The Americans are the largest holders. ’ 

“All Americans who grieved at the 
downfall of the Diaz administration will 
find that their grief was well founded,” 
said Governor Gonzales. “We do- not 
intend to take away the riches of any 
foreigner who legally holds them, but 
we realize that under the, Diaz system 
the granting of concessions with their 
ruinous payments of large sums of 
money to Mexican politicians was a 
virtual selling out of Mexico. 

“For years Mexico has been exploited 
by foreigners until the great body of 
the people have nothing. We were on 
the verge of becoming a nation of pau- 
pers. Now all special privileges shall 
cease, if we can accomplish it. 

“We hope to maintajn the friendliest 
relations with Americans and we shall 
invite all foreign capital to come in; 
but there will be no more selling out of 
the country by piecemeal. We will in- 
vite competition; not monopoly. — If 
American capital wishes to come here it~ 
must be prepared -to compete with 
Mexican capital. No exclusive privi- 
leges will be given foreigners. 

“What are known ascompany stores in 
towns where large numbers of men are 
employed will be abolished. This will 
mean that. working people will have the 
benefit of buying from whom they 
please. Of course, we do not intend to 
question the right of concessions legally 
held, but we shall refuse to encourage or 
extend unjust ones. 

“Undoubtedly foreigners, including 
Americans, who profited so greatly under 
the Diaz system, will be hard hit by the 
new era, but the determination to up- 
build Mexico and to improve the condi- 
tions of her poverty-stricken people will, 
I am sure, receive the hearty support of 
the great body of Americans.” : 

Governor Gonzales said that beginning 
now the export duty on cattle shipped 
into the United States would be re- 
moved. 


MEXICO CITY — From four widely- 
separated points in the republic came 
news of disturbances of a revolutionary 
character. The disturbances reported 
were in the states of Tabasco, Jalisco, 
Vera Cruz and Mexico. 

GALVESTON, Tex.—The transports 
Kilpatrick and Sumner sailed on Thurs- 
day with 2700 troops of the brigade sta- 
tioned here several weeks ago.

. N example of the manner in which 
the modes of more than a century 
‘ago have crept into and been absorbed 
by those of today is a charming» new 
‘gown ordered by a young woman which 
is copied exactly from one worn by 
Mme. Vigee-LeBrun in a portrait painted 
~ by herself, writes the Paris correspond- 
ent of the New York Tribune. In the 
photograph of the painting, which 
served as the model, the gown appears 
to be of fine, soft velvet, but the copy 
is achieved in meteor crepe—soft, thick 
and glossy’, like satin. Shaped round at 
the top, revealing the whole of the neck 
‘and throat and a Jittle of the flesh be- 
low, the corsage is simply shirred in a 
narrow cluster at the edge and drawn 
with a slight fulness irito a round waist 
‘line. The line of joining with the plain, 
slightly dragging skirt, also gathered 
a little at the top, is covered by a 
high, wrinkled ribbon sash that ties at 
the back in a large bow with wide loops 
and short, wide ends. Extremely close 
and plain, the sleeves, with no trimming 
to soften their severity, end just above 
the elbows. This excessive plainness of 
neck and sleeve finish is quite suited to 
the youthful bea&uty of the wearer.

SAVORY ROAST OF ROUND STEAK. 

AKE a thick round steak, bacon, 
onions, flour, salt and pepper. Put 

the steak in a short-handled frying-pan; 
spread a layer of sliced onions over it. 
Dredge with salt, pepper and flour, and 
over this lay thin slices of bacon, Put in 
a hot oven for 20 minutes, being careful 
not to let the bacon burn. At the end of 
that time add enough boiling water to 
cover the beef. Cover the frying-pan 
loosely, and cook slowly for three hours, 
adding a little boiling water from time to 
time. When the steak is done lift it on 
to a warm platter.

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EMPIRE. DELEGATES 
ANSE QUESTION OF 
STATE-OWNED CABLE 


LONDON--Sir Joseph Ward, premier 
of New Zealand, and Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
of Canada spoke at the imperial confer- 
ence Thursday on methods of securing a 
reduction of cable rates. Sir Joseph 
said that there was a feeling in the 
dominions that a ring governed rates, 
and Sir Wilfrid noted that the complaint 
centered chiefly on the Atlantic lines. 

Postmaster-General Herbert Samuel 
supported a .resolution looking to re- 
duced cable rates throughout the British 
empire. After referring to the consent 
of the principal Atlantic cable tompa- 
nies to a reduction of 50 per cent for 
deferred despatches and expressing ‘hope 
that, with the approval of the foreign 
administrations interested, new rates 
would shortly be introduced, he _ an- 
nounced that steps were being taken to 
secure a reduction of press rates. 

The following resolution was passed 
unanimously: “That in the event of con- 
siderable reductions in transatlantic 
cable rates not being effected in the near 
future. it is desirable that the laying of 
a state-owned cable between England 
and Canada be considered by a subsid- 
iary conference.”

GOVERNOR BASS’ NEW 


SERVICE COMMISSION 


TARTS ON ITS WORK

CONCORD, N. H. — The new public 
service commission, appointed by Gov- 
ernor Bass Thursday and confirmed im- 
mediately by his council after a four 
weeks’ deadlock, begins its work today. 

The new board was named at a special 
meeting of the Governor and his council 
held at his home in Peterboro; the mem- 
bers are Edward C. Niles of this city, 
chairman; John E. Benton of Keene and 
Prof.,T. W. D. Worthen of Dartmouth 
College. 

For two weeks the state has been 
without a commission to deal with mat- 
térs of public utilities, the railroad com- 
mission having been specifically abol- 
ished by the act of the last Legislature 
creating a public service commission. 

Representative Raymond R. Stevens of 
Landaff was the nominee persistently 
put forward by Governor Bass whom a 
majority. of the councilors refused to 
confirm. 

The Governor had not before named a 
board with the name of Mr. Stevens left 
out and Thursday’s appointees were 
unanimously confirmed by the council. 

A few days ago there was a meeting 
of leading progressives from all parts 
of the state and the deadlock between 
the Governor and his council was thor- 
oughly discussed. It was the opinion 
that the Governor should yield so far as 
the appointment. of Mr. Steveng was 
concerned and Professer Worthen was 
Thursday named as the Democratic 
member in his place. 

Edward C. Niles, chairman of the new 
commission, is a native of Hartford, 
Conn., and was prepared for college at 
St. Pauls school in this city, graduated 
from Trinity and received the degree 
B. A. in 1887 and from Harvard law 
school with the degree LL. D. in 1893. 

John E. Benton of Keene, where he 
has for some years been engaged in the 
practise of law, was born in Maidstone, 
Vt., and was a member of the House of 
Representatives from Keene in 1905. 
He has been city solicitor of Keene and 
mayor of the citv. He was the father 
of the direct primary law which passed 
the Legislature of 1909 and of the law 
creating a public service commission. 

Prof. Thomas D. Worthen of Hanover, 
the Democratic member, is a native of 
Thetford, Vt., and was graduated from 
Dartmouth in 1872. He received his de- 
gree A. M. in 1875. In 1872-4 he was 
principal of the Woodstock (Vt.) high 
school. Since that time he has been at 
Dartmouth. He has been justice of the 
police court of. Hanover since 1897 and 
was a member of the House of Repre-’ 
sentatives in 1895-6.

LAY WORLD'S LONGEST 


UNDERGROUND CABLE, 
NEW YORK 10 CAPITAL 


| NEW YORK—The longest’ under- 
ground cable in the world—nearly 250 
Phila- 
delphia and New York. The American 
Telephone & Telegraph Company is 
now installing 135 miles of conduit be- 
tween Philadelphia and Washington. 
New York and Philadelphia are already 
connected. The work will be done soon 
and the cable will carry a large number 
of telephone and telegraph messages in 
defiance of conditions, which in times 
past, notably during President Taft’s in- 
augural, have completed isolated the na- 
tional capital. 

Designing and laying this cable is an 
engineering feat that is attracting world- 
Wide attention. As many as 148 wires 
are contained in the sheath which forms 
the outer covering. This is termed a 
composite duplex cabie. Every device 
known to engineering is employed to 
obtain the highest possible efficiency 
from the many strands of wire it con- 
tains. Seventy-four pairs of wires will 
be able to transmit simultaneously 99 
telephone and 296 telegraph messages. 

The engineers of the Western Electric 
Company, which makes all the Bell tele- 
phone apparatus, spent six months de- 
signing and testing this cable. Unusual 
attention was given to the testing fea- 
ture so that no time might be lost be- 
cause of possible defects after the in- 
stallation had been started. 

The cable is to be shipped on more 
than 1500 reels. The total weight is 
nearly 3000 tons and its shipment will 
require the use of 120 freight cars. The 
wires are insulated by 140 tons of paper 
ribbon, equaling more than 24,000 miles 
in length. The length of copper.- wire 
used in the cable is 20,000 miles, nearly 
enough to girdle the earth at the equator. 

To lay the conduit and install the cable 
is a difficult task. Between Wilmington 
and Washington, 75 bridges have to be 
crossed, each involving its own peculiar 
problem. The cable is expected to be 
ready for operation by next fall.

LEAGUE URGES 
MEDICAL FREEDOM 


NEW YORK—At a meeting of the 
New Jersey branch of the National 
League for Medical Freedom Thursday 
evening Mrs. May Wright Sewall, formér 
president of the International Council 
of Women, declared the liberty of per- 
sonal rights for the care of physical wel- 
fare is the most important question now 
before the country. Personal liberty in 
medical matters, she said, is simperilled 
by the fact that efforts have been made 
to pass medical practise acts in 32 states 
and four medical laws in the national 
Congress. This brought her down to the 
Owen bill, which she characterized as 
adroitly drawn and obnoxious and having 
for its real purpose the changing of the 
national bureau of health into a cabinet 
department. 

_Dr. George C. Young of Washington, 
N. J., president of the State Eclectic So- 
ciety, declared there is no medical free- 
dom in this country. Dr. Ormeste 
Tucker of Jersey City, an osteopath, 
to!d of the fight of osteopaths for recog- 
nition.

BUFFALO COMMERCIAL — Although 
Francisco Leon de la Barra, the new pro- 
visional President of the republic of Mex- 
ico, ig expected to retain his position only 
for a short time, having expressed a de- 
termination under no circumstances to be 
a candidate for regular election, it must 
be conceded that the destigy of that 
country rests, in no small measure, in his 
hands. ... There is reasonable ground 
for the belief that the new President will 
give to the country g wise, progresssive, 
conservative and yet broad administra- 
tion. Probably no other man in Mexico 
has a better understanding of, the needs 
and requirements of his people than De 
la Barra. As a lawyer, a traveler and a 
diplomat, he has had opportunity to 
study and to learn not only the possi- 
bilities of the republic and the necessity 
of harmony between the governor and 
the governed, but all the finer details of 
international relation. 

MEMPHIS NEWS-SCIMITAR — The 
full name of the new President, provi- 
sional, of Mexico is Francisco Leon de la 
Barra. He is well known in Washington 
city, where he was acting as ambassador 
from his republic when the revolution 
broke forth. . . . He has been a dele- 
gate to the international peace congress 
at The Hague and to the Jbere-American 
congress in Madrid in 1892, and was head 
of the international law committee of the 
Pan-American congress in Mexico City 
in 1901, and again, five years later, at Rio:

ADVANTAGES OF 
FRISCO’S NE W 
TRAFFIC PLANS 


Use of Iron Mountain-Texas 
Pacific Line Will Afford 
Large Economies and a 
Saving of Time. 


NEW YORK—Through the arrange- 
ment for use-of Iron Mountain-Texas Pa- 
cific line ’Frisco secures a Jonger haul, new 
territory; increased train mile earnings 
and ton mile economies. It obtains a 
1200-mile route of 3-10 of 1 per cent 
grade over which it can haul intact a 
40-car freight train with one engine, 


j where trains heretofore live had to be 


reduced to 25 cars with two engines at 
several points on the main line. 

The new arrangements multiply 
’Frisco’s rating points for freight and 
passenger business from New Orleans 
and gives Frisco a much larger per- 
centage of that port’s business than it 
This will be especially ad- 
vantageous after the opening of the 
Panama canal. 

When Canadian wheat becomes avail- 
able for Minneapolis and St. Paul flour 
mills through reciprocity arrangements, 
it is expected winter wheat will move 
down through Mississippi valley and out 
from New Orleans for export to Europe. 
Thus at some ‘time in future the pre- 
dqminating traffic movement is likely to 
be southbound, whereas lumber and ag- 
ricultural products northbound now pro- 
vide the heaviest“Ioaded movement. 

But the greatest advantage to Frisco is 
saving of time. Construction of new lines 
would have delayed equal earnings by 
three or four years whereas results from 
new arrangements should show in the fis- 
eal year 1912. Nevertheless, benefits from 
these arrangements will come only grad- 
ually. It is a matter of traffic develop- 
ment and growth, which must be. con- 
tested for and obtained from severe com-

DIVIDEND MAY 
BE MAINTAINED 


The significance of the present anxicty 
in the financial markets of New York 
and Boston lest the 5 per cent dividend 
of the $27,984,000 common stock of Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Chemical be reduced, lies 
in the bearing which such a step would 


have upon the position of American se- 
curities in Paris. 

When Virginia-Carolina Chemical com- 
mon was listed on the Paris coulisse in 
February, and some 20,000 shares sold 
there, practical assurance was given to 
the Frenchmen that the stock could be 
considered a permanent 5 per cent divi- 
dend payer. 

Through the unfortunate business re- 
sults of Southern Cotton Oil’s year, it 
is probable that Virginia- -Carolina Chemi- 
eal for its fiscal year ended May 31 will 
show the common dividend slightly less 
than earned. Present probabilities point 
to shgre profits of between 4 and 5 
per cent. 

It is understood, however, that power- 
ful pressure has been brdught to bear 
upon the two Jeading interests which 
control the property to maintain the 
dividend even if a few hundred thousand 
dollars be taken out of the nearly 
$9,000,000 undivided surplus of the Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Chemical Company.

DRASTIC CUTS 
MAINTENANCE 
EXPENSES MADE 


Missouri Pacific Continues to 
Reduce Cost of Upkeep — 
Operating Income in April 
Decreased. 


NEW YORK—Missouri Pacific in April 
followed the precedent of March and 
made drastic cuts in maintenance of 
way. In March maintenance of way de- 
creased 25 per cent, in April 26 per cent. 
Equipment upkeep for April shows a re- 
duction of only $22,000, or 3.5 per cent. 

In spite of these reductions, April’s 
operating income after taxes decreased 
$267,000, or 33 per cent, practically all of 
which decrease was contributed by Mis- 
souri Pacific proper. It reported net for 
April of only $11,818 against $274,761 
last year. The Iron Mountain part con- 
$259,761 last 
year. The Iron Mountain part contrib- 
uted for the month $259,160 toward net, 
g. decrease of only $4511 from last year. 
The system’s total gross in April de- 
creased $250,000, or 5.86 per cent. 

For 10 months to April 30 the com- 
pany has made a better. comparative 
showing because of better traffic condi- 
tions in early months. Recent uncer- 
tainty as to future management has had 
much to do with the poor showing of the 
past few months. 

For six months to December 31 last 
the company reported an increase of 
$625,000, or 2.3 per cent in gross. For 
10 months to April 30 this has been con- 
verted into a decrease of $183,250, or 
0.4 per cent. Freight revenue for 10 
months decreased $939,507, or 5.86 per 
cent, While passenger revenues increased 
$579,635, or 6.8 per cent. With approxi- 
Ymately the same business in 10 months 
as in corresponding, period of previous 
year, cost of handling it increased 13.1 
per cent. Transportation costs ‘required 
43.6 per cent of gross revenues against 
38.4 per cent last yea 

With net of $9,142, for 10 months, 
the company will about show its charges 
for year earned if net in May and June 
is up to last year’s level. This is ex- 
tremely doubtful. Xstimating on this 
basis, the company for the full year will 
show net after taxes of approximately 
$12,342,000. Including “other income” 
with a half-year’s Denver dividend de- 
ducted from last year’s figures, total net 
available for charges will be about $14,- 
000,000. Charges for 12 months will 
amount to about $13,500,000. 

If Pacific Express fails to pay any 
dividends into Missouri Pacific treasury 
this vear, the latter’s available balance 
for charges will be correspondingly re- 
duced. Last year Pacific Express paid 
to, Missouri Pacific $384,000. It is not 
expected to be in position to do so this 
year.

| WOOL AN IMPORTANT FACTOR | 


' IN COUNTRY’S FOREIGN TRADE 


Figires Showing Importation and Exportation Indicate 
Phenomenal Growth of the Industry in United 
_ States—Value of Production. 


WASHINGTON — Wool, which is 


likely to be the subject of considerable 
attention in Congress and thus through- 
out the country during the next few 
weeks, has been always an important 
factor in the foreign trade of the United 
States. As far back as 1850 /imports of 
wool, according to the official reports 
of the bureau of statistics, department 
of commerce and labor, amounted to 


18,500.000 pounds valued at $1,681,691; 
in 1851, 32,500,000 pounds valued at $3,- 
833,157; in. 1860, pounds not stated, 
value $4,842,152; in 1870, 
pounds valued at $6,743,350; in 1880, 
128,000,000 pounds valued at $23,727,- 
650; in 1890, 105,000,000 pounds valued 
at $15,264,083, in 1900, 156,000,000 
pounds valued at $20,000,000; in 1910, 
264,000,000 pounds valued at $51,000,000, 
and in 1911 seems likely to be 165,000,- 
000 pounds valued at $27,000,000. 

- The quantity of wool imported into 
the United States during the last 10 
years was 1.932,000,000 pounds valued 
at $324,000.000, and the quantity pro- 
duced at home 3,051,000,000 pounds val- 
ued at $697,000,000.

New Mexico, 19,200,000; Idaho 19,000,- 
000; Ohio, 17,000,000; Oregon, 14,500,- 
000; Utah, 14,000,000; California, 13,333,- 
333, and, Michigan, 11,500,000, though 
practically all the remaining states are 
represented with totals ranging down- 
ward from 9,000,000 pounds produced in 
Colorado to less than 40,000 pounds pro- 
duced in Delaware and Rhode Island, re- 
spectively. 

The value of wool manufactures in 
1905, according to the census office, was 
$381,000,000, as compared with $297,000,- 
000 in 1900, $271,000,000 in 1890, and

The 
survey of the Panarha-David railroad, as 
made by the Panama Railroad Company, 
planned to have the new line cross the 
canal in the vicinity of Empire. This ar- 
rangement has since been changed by the 
Panama government, and it is now pro- 
posed, in case the road is built, to bring 
it to the Pacific slope outside of the zone 
line, connecting with Panama from this 
point by ferry. 


Cost Too Great 


Another, reason that had considerable 
freight was the increased cost of a high 

vel bridge, due tothe increased amount 
pf fill required to “tonnect the east ap- 
proach with the relocated Panama rail- 
foad. At the time the committee made 
ts first report. no complete data were 
‘available on the isthmus, and a clear-

BELFAST—The Titanic, the sister 
ship of the Olympic, has been successful- 
ly launched from Messrs. Harland & 
Wolff’s yard. 

With a tonnage of 45.000, 12,000 tons 
more than the Mauretania, the Ti- 
tanic has a length over all of 822 feet, 
6 inches, breadth over all 92 feet 6 inches, 
height from bottom of keel to boat deck 
97 feet 4 inches, number of steel decks 
11, number of watertight bulkheads 15. 

There will be nearly 350 first class 
rooms with accommodation for over 750 
passengers, and the number of second 
and third class passengers for whom ac- 
commodation can be provided is 1650. 
|The Titanic will be a triple-screw steam- 
(er having a combination of reciprocafing 
engines with a low pressure turbine. 

The launch took place under the per- 
sonal supervision of Lord Pirrie, chair- 
man of Messrs. Harland & Wolff, and 
among those present were Bruce Ismay, 
the chairman of the White Star line, J.

KITCHENER WHEAT IN AFRICA 


T has been the lot of many famous 

men to give their name to sonie arti- 
cle of common use; thus we have Wel- 
lington boots, the Gladstone bag and the 
Wolseley valise. In this way Lord Kitch- 
ener’s name has been made use of to 
describe the broad-brimmed tropical hel- 
met, so well known in military circles, 
in addition to which the name of this 
fam6us soldier has been given to a cer- 
tain variety of wheat. 

Speaking at the Suffolk agricultural 
show, his lordship said that some of 
his hearers might be aware that he was 
a grandson of Dr. Chevallier, who in- 
troduced the celebrated Chevallier bar- 
ley into England. While he himself 
was in India some of his ex-opponents 
among the Boers, who had since become 
his warm friends, wrote to him saying 


that their wheat in South Africa was: 


affected by rust, but that they had heard 
that Tibetan wheat possessed certain 
properties which rendered it rmmune 
from this trouble. They therefore asked 
him if he could procure a sample of it 
_ for them. 

It so happened that the Tibetan ex- 
pedition gave him just the opportunity 
he required, and he was able to procure 
‘a dozen sacks of Tibetan wheat, which 
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> 
he sent out to South Africa.- In due 


course he received a letter expressing 
gratitude for the gift, and that was all 
he heard of it for the moment. 

Last March, however, while visiting 
the government agricultural farm at 
Nairobi, in East Africa, he was shown 
a small plot of Kitchener wheat, which, 
it was explained to him, was unaffected 
by rust. It turned out that this wheat 
thhad been procured from South Africa, 
some 2000 miles away, and was a prod- 
uct of the blending by his Boer friends 
of the wheat to which, without his 
knowledge, they had given his name.

() manity is the lack of proper 
self-knowledge. Although such 
- knowledge is the basis of endur- 
ing independence and strength 
for some reason one finds com- 
| paratively little inclination to- 
wards earnest effort in self-examination. 
Consequently there is often found but 
little individual ability to distinguish 
between the character or selfhood which 
is actually natural and those foreign or 
illegitimate attributes which have been 
attached to personality but which are 
really unnatural. Nevertheless, like 
charity, wisdom and judgment must be- 
gin at home (within individual thought). 
Shakespeare may have been severe, but 
he outlined the only possible course 
when he said: “To thine own self be 
true . . . thou canst not then be false 
to any man.” 

No doubt many people believe they 
thoroughly understand their own nature 
both as to their abilities and their short- 
comings yet it is a fact that no one can 
afford to accept the conclusion that he is 
doing himself justice and actually ex- 
pressing his real nature in all its pos- 
sibilities of progress unless it is his 
habit to devote time and energy to re- 


man affairs and to candid inquiry into 
his own motives, aims and thought pro- 
cesses. Such honest investigation is in- 
variably an, important element in the 
process of real success. It is the step 
by which the individual must come into 
harmony with the Truth and power of 
his real being, and which unfolds in him 
an appreciation of life which acquaints 
him with the pure spiritual manhood 
that is his by ‘nature and permits him 
suécessfully and finally to resist and cast 
off that which is neither natural, useful 
nor good. 3 

Relative to this important subject 
Christian Science brings* a® message of 
hope and inspiration to the world that 
is applicable to all alike.

tirement from the rush and stress of hu-* 


tion coupled with that insistent hope 
for a larger life that “springs eternal 
in the human breast” will bring each 
one at length to an honest recognition 
of that which he has been wont to call 
or express as self and will impel him 
to struggle to manifest a better and 
purer self. If in this attempt to under- 
stand himself he is confronted with the 
subtilty and obscurity of human thought 
he will also remember that many another 
earnest thinker has pointed the way of 
progress. It was many centuries ago 
that David the Shepherd King «f Israel 
sang, “Who can understand his errors. 
Cleanse Thou me from secret faults,” and 
the necessity of spiritual inspiration and 
guidance is still felt by those who would 
find their freedom in the only possible 
way, namely that of self-recognition and 
perfection. 

In honest examination of thought and 
deed one is often amazed at that which 
he finds to have been placidly admitted 
as natural and almost habitually ex- 
pressed but which is wholly undesirable 
and is readily eliminated as the truer 
nature is recognized and permitted to 
unfold in conscious activity. The true 
idea of man in his .relation to his 
divine Principle, God, enables one to 
realize that all this which thus drops 
away was never actually natural to nor 
a part of the individual no matter how 
much employed and that the spiritual 
nature in,all its perfection, wholly good 
and unimpaired in its ability, still re- 
mains at all times ready to be expressed. 
Because there is no condemnation in 
this process of thinking one finds place 
for neither remorse nor sorrow. but 
humbly and gratefully attends to the 
real business of manifesting unlimited 
manhood which gives neither place nor 
power to that which is unliké God.

N interesting discussion of Shake- 
speare’s choice of names for his 
plays, in Professor Lounsbury’s book on 
Shakespeare and Voltaire, hinges on the 
question why Caesar’s name was given tb 
that play instead of the name of Brutus, 
who is plainly the hero of the piece. 
Professor ®ounsbury thinks that 
Shakespeare was really indifferent on the 
point of names for his plays.

Watering Flowers 


The window of a florist in New York 
city demonstrates the practicability of 
watering plants, when people shut up 
their apartments and go away for days 
at a time. A large tin pail of water 
stands on the table about four feet from 
the floor. Hanging over the edge of the 
pail are strips of muslin varying in 
width from one to three inches. The 
strips of muslin are firmly anchored at 
one end inside the pail by means of 
weights. while the other end rests on the 
surface of flower pots which are arranged 
in a circle around the table. The water 
soaks slowly through the muslin into 
the earth of each flower pot and keeps it 
at a uniform moisture. The width of 
the strips varies with the size of the 
flower pot. In the windows above men- 
tioned the pail supplied the flowers with 
water for a week at a time.—Buffalo 
Commercial.
